In that for January
there were 3,027 examinations and the
presence of hookworm found In 920
cages, and in February 3,450 examina-
tlons and the diseass found In 1,107
cases. Thesc examinations were made
In the siate laboratory of hygiene, and
the ineroase In the number of exami-
nations s & striking barometer of the
great growth of interest In the work,
both among the rank and fle of the
people and among the physiclans of
the winte, through the steady premsure
of the campaign being condncted by
Dr. Fermall.

The fuilure of this sesalon to enact
much important legisla fon has re
sulted in the practical certainty that
the new, 623d, congress will be called
almost lmmediately lo extraordinary
sesslon, especlally by reasom of  the
strong desire of Presiden! Taft to se-
cure action upon the pending reel-
procity agreement with Canada, to the
consummation of which the contract-
ing parties pledged the utmost ef-
forts of the two governments.

In strong contrast with the support
which the Taft sdminis'ration re-
celved from the republican majority
in the matter of leglslation in the
regular session of 1909-10 is the fact
that at the present session the ma-
Jority has been anythiog but united:
he reciprocity sgreement was passed
in the house by the ald of a large pro-
portion of democratic votes, while in
the senate the rift in the majority be-
tween Lthe “regulars” and the “in-
surgenis” has been an important fac-
tor in lis sidetracking and in the con-
sequent summoniug of the extra ses-
sion.

To this division in the majority was
largely due the wost dramatic feature
of the previous long session—the pro-
